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Selective Service - 


advisory committee information 


The National Advisory Committee 
was appointed by the President upon 
the passage of Public Law 779, with 
Dr. Howard A. Rusk as Chairman. Im- 
mediately following, State Volunteer 
Advisory Committees were appointed 
with direct orders for them to appoint 
Local Advisory committees. This Mem- 
orandum is drawn up as a guide to 
the Local Advisory Committees, the 
Armed Forces, and the Local Selective 
Service Boards on matters pertaining 
to Special Registrants. 


When a local Selective Service Board 
wishes to utilize the services of the 
Advisory Committee to find out as to 
the availability of any Special Regis- 
trant, the Board will type, in triplicate, 
Form PM-586 and send it to the Chair- 
man of the local Advisory committee. 
The Chairman of the local committee 
will then send PM-586 to whichever 
member of his committee is in the 
area of the Special Registrant. When 
all recommendations have been made 
by the member, on the case, he will 
then forward the forms back to the 
local chairman for approval or disap- 
proval. The local chairman will then 
keep a copy of PM-586 and forward 
the other two copies to the state chair- 
man’s office for his approval or disap- 
proval. The state chairman will then 
be responsible for the forwarding of 


information to the local Selective Serv- 
ice Board. In this way the state chair- 
man may have up-to-date information 
on all deferments. 

If a case should arise where a mem- 
ber of a local committee does not wish 
to make recommendations to the local 
chairman, the local chairman may then 
call a committee meeting of all mem- 
bers of his group. The group may then 
discuss the situation, take a vote,.and 
make their recommendations and in 
all cases a majority vote shall deter- 
mine the recommendation to be made. 
However, if in the group meeting they 
cannot come to a decision as to the 
availability of a Special Registrant, 
they may then forward all pertinent 
data to the state chairman’s office for 
his recommendation. 

The next duty of the Advisory com- 
mittee is to advise the armed forces. 
At such time that the Army, Navy or 
Air Force wishes information on any 
Special Registrant, they will contact 
the state chairman’s office for informa- 
tion. The state chairman will then 
write to the local group chairman’s 
office for information on the Special 
Registrant concerned. The committee 
will then function in the same man- 
ner in making their recommendations 
as they do for Selective Service. When 
all recommendations have been made, 
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they will forward an original and two 
carbons of all letters to the state chair- 
man’s office and the state chairman 
will then forward the original and 
one carbon copy to the proper branch 
of the armed forces, retaining one copy 
at the state chairman’s office. 

When a request for deferment comes 
to the Advisory committee or to Selec- 
tive Service from a hospital, university, 
or employer, declaring the Special Reg- 
istrant as essential to them, the request 
should be accompanied by a letter 
from the Special Registrant concerned, 
requesting such reclassification. In this 
way the Advisory committee will know 
that this registrant wants to be re- 
classified. ' 

When a request for delay in active 
duty orders comes to the Advisory 
committee or to the armed forces from 
a hospital, university, or employer, 
declaring the Special Registrant as es- 
sential to them, there should also be 
placed on file a letter from the Reserve 
Officer concerned, requesting such de- 
lay in active duty orders. 

When the local: Selective Service 
Board wishes to find out as to the 
availability of one of its Special Regis- 
trants who is practicing or engaged 
in another state, it may submit as in 
other cases, Form PM-586, in triplicate, 
to the state chairman of Illinois, and 
he will forward the forms to the pro- 
per Advisory committee in the state 
concerned. All Forms PM-586 on reg- 
istrants who are practicing or engaged 
in Cook county shall be submitted in 
triplicate to the State Advisory chair- 
man’s office for assignment to the 
proper Advisory Panel. 

The armed forces will contact the 
Advisory chairman’s office in the state 
where the Reserve Officer is practicing 
or engaged, 


Dental Cases: In the matter of all 
dental requests for availability ratings, 
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Form PM-586 will be sent direct to 
the Dental chairman of the local Ad- 
visory committee group. The Dental 
chairman will then obtain the neces- 
sary information and in unusual cases 
bring it to a committee meeting. Oth- 
erwise, all of the recommendations 
wil be sent with all pertinent data, as 
with physicians, to the state chairman’s 
office. The state chairman will then 
contact Dr. Robert J. Wells for his 
final approval or disapproval. 


Veterinarians: In the cases of all 
veterinarians, the request for availa- 
bility ratings will go direct to the Vet- 
erinarian chairman, who is Dr. A. G. 
Misener, 6448 North Clark Street, Chi- 
cago, Illinois. Dr. Misener will then 
send to his proper committee for in- 
formation and‘ return it to the State 
Advisory committee chairman’s office 
for approval or disapproval. The state 
chairman will then forward it to the 
local Selective Service Board or the 
armed froces, whichever the case may 
be. ° 


How to Judge Essentiality on Grounds 
for Deferment or Delay: Ihe only 
Special Registrants who are eligible at 
this time for consideration in defer- 
ment or delay are the following: 

1. The medical, dental, or allied spe- 
cialist service being performed by 
such special registrant in his com- 
munity as is necessary to the main- 
tenance of the National health, 
safety or interest. 

2. The service performed by the spe- 
cial registrant cannot be __per- 
formed by other medical, dental, 
or allied specialists who are in the 
community. 

3. The special registrant cannot be 
replaced in the community by an- 
other person who can _ perform 
such medical, dental, or allied spe- 








cialist service. 

. A special registrant who is in the 

residency program in one of the 

following fields: Anesthesiology, 

Psychiatry, Neurology, Radiology, 

and Pathology. 

. A special registrant who is a full 
time instructor in a_ recognized 
university in one of the basic med- 
ical sciences and for whom there 
is no replacement available. 

. A special registrant who is in his 
final year of residency training 
may be deferred or delayed so 
that he will be able to complete 
that year. 

.A special registrant who is in an 
internship program must be de- 
ferred or delayed until the com- 
pletion thereof. At the end of that 
time he is available for military 
service. 

.A special registrant in a small 

town with limited facilities may 

request deferment or delay and at 





such time that the committee 
should rate him as essential and 
there is no one to replace him, 
we may then recommend a six- 
month deferment or delay, pend- 
ing the procurement of a replace- 
ment. 
.A special registrant who is em- 
ployed on a full time basis by the 
Public Health, Veterans Adminis- 
tration, or State institutions, and 
if there is a definite shortage in 
these institutions, we should by 
all means give them every consid- 
eration possible so that we will 
not be stripping their staffs, 
Everyone is going to have to be 
judged on an individual basis but we 
must look at the entire picture and 
judge all Special Registrants in rela- 
tion to the needs of the community 
or the institution, before we can make 
a decision.—Carl F. Steinhoff, M.D.,

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SCHOOL NEWS 


LOYOLA 


Outlining plans to continue a pro- 
gram similar to that of his predecessor, 
Dr. Vincent B. Milas has plunged into 
the activities connected with his new 
position as chairman of the dental 
division of Loyola University’s Fulfil- 
ment Fund. The Fund is Loyola’s 
campaign for money to cover the cost 
of a new building in the West Side 
Medical Center to house the Univer- 
sity’s dental and medical schools. 

Doctor Milas recently succeeded Doc- 
tor Melford E. Zinser, who resigned 
because his executive .duties in the 
Illinois State Dental Society were tak- 
ing the greater part of his free time. 
“Loyola is eternally grateful to Dr. 
Zinser for his untiring efforts. He has 
been an inspiration to his fellow alum- 
ni, to the faculty and to the students 
of the university,” stated the Very 
Rev. James T. Hussey, S. J., Loyola’s 
president, as he regretfully accepted 
Dr. Zinser’s resignation. 

Under Dr. Zinser’s leadership dur- 
ing the past two and one-half years, 
Chicago area dentists have contributed 
a sum in excess of $206,000. The gifts 
and pledges of Loyola dental alumni 
living outside Chicago are included in 
the general total of $3,880,000, the 
latest general figure available. Father 
Hussey expected the Fund to pass the 
four million dollar mark during the 
first month or so of this year. 

A 1927 graduate of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery, Loyola Uni- 
versity, Dr. Milas has held several of- 
fices in the Chicago Dental Society, 
including the vice-presidency and the 
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Dr. Vincent B. Milas 
Chairman, Dental Division 
Loyola Fulfilment Fund 


treasurer’s post. He is a past president 
of the Englewood Dental Society, and 
for three years was treasurer of the 
American Association of Endodontists. 

In announcing his plans, Dr. Milas 
stated that he will continue the “team 
solicitation” program which was start- 
ed a little over a year ago. In this sys- 
tem a Jesuit father and a dental alum- 
nus pay personal visits to other dental 
alumni, so that each alumnus will have 
had the opportunity to participate 
in a project so vital to his profession. 

Architect’s plans for the proposed 
building indicate that it will cost ap- 
proximately $5,750,000 with equip- 
ment, The six-story structure will be 
erected on an eight acre tract of land 
bounded by Hoyne, Harrison, Damen 
and Ogden avenues. In addition to 
classrooms, some of which will be 
shared by both schools, facilities will 
be provided for an enlarged research 
program in both dental and medical 
fields. 

Loyola’s fund raising program 














opened June 15, 1948, the main im- 
petus being provided that day by the 
Chicago philanthropist, Frank J. Lew- 
is, who gave the university one million 
dollars for the support of the medical 
school and an additional $85,000 to 
purchase the site of the proposed 
building. 


ILLINOIS 


Principal officers of 27 national, Illi- 
nois, and Chicago organizations asso- 
ciated with the health professions off- 
cially have been informed of plans for 
the proposed new unit of the Den- 
tistry-Medicine-Pharmacy Building at 
the University of Illinois. Dr, Allan G. 
Brodie is dean of the Dental School. 

The event, sponsored recently by the 
Alumni Associations of the University 
of Illinois Colleges of Dentistry, Medi- 
cine and Pharmacy, was unique inas- 
much as it was the first joint meeting 
of association officers in. the health 
professions. The purpose of the meet- 
ing was to develop a plan whereby the 
present unified teaching and research 
programs of the Chicago Professional 
Colleges could be expanded to meet 
the health needs in the state of Illinois. 

At the meeting, these health organ- 
ization leaders were told that the Uni- 
versity of Illinois is preparing to make 
an increase of 33 percent in its under- 
graduate enrollment in dentistry, med- 
icine, and pharmacy. This increase will 
be made with the purpose of relieving 
the present shortage of health person- 
nel in the state and meeting man- 
power requirements of the armed serv- 
ices and civil defense programs. 

Dr. A. C, Ivy, vice-president of the 
University of Illinois in charge of the 
Chicago Professional Colleges, and Dr. 
Earl R. Serles, dean of th University 


of Illinois College of Pharmacy, an- 
nounced that new classroom and lab- 
oratory facilities will be necessary, 
however, in order to make this in- 
crease possible.

U. of I. Dental School 


They said that the University of 
Illinois is seeking an appropriation of 
$6,340,000 from the General Assembly 
of the State of Illinois to provide for 
the construction of the six-story class- 
room and laboratory building. The 
structure will be located on Wood 
street, opposite the University of Illi- 
nois Research and Educational Hos- 
pitals. 

If the building is secured, the Uni- 
versity will be able to increase its 
undergraduate enrollment by 536 stu- 
dents, or from the present registration 
of 1,424 to 1,960. In addition, 150 
student nurses and as many as 200 
graduate students in the health sci- 
ences could be accommodated. 

The University of Illinois College 
of Medicine would boost its enroll- 
ment from 166 to 200 students per 
class, Dentistry would increase its regis- 
tration from 75 to 90 per class, while 
pharmacy would admit up to 200 in

ERNEST PAUL HUDEC 
1905-1951 


Ernest Paul Hudec, D.D.S., died Feb- 
ruary 26 at his home, 2001 North 74th 
Court, Elmwood Park, after an illness 
of several months.

ARMY ISSUES APRIL CALL 
FOR 100 DENTAL OFFICERS 


A formal call for 100 dental reserve 
officers to report for active duty begin- 
ning in April was issued in mid-March 
by the Army. The call is the first to 
be made by the Army since last De- 
cember 26, when 850 dental officers 
were ordered to active service. All 
those covered in the new call will be 
taken from Priority One, that is, those 
dental reserve officers who received 
training at government expense or who 
were deferred for professional training 
during World War II and who have 
had less than 90 days of active service. 
Issuance of the new call was generally 
interpreted as an attempt to encourage 
Priority One dentists to volunteer for 
active duty. Those volunteering dur- 
ing the first few weeks following the 
call will be counted as part of the new 
quota, Army officials said. 


ELEVEN DENTAL SCHOOLS 
RECEIVE CANCER GRANTS 


A total of $54,571 in cancer teach- 
ing grants was made during March to 
11 dental schools by the U. S. Public 
Health Service. The schools received 
$5,000 each except for the University 
of Oregon Dental School, which was 
given $4,981, and the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry, St. Louis, 
which received $4,590. 

Other schools awarded grants are 
the University of Southern California 


College of Dentistry, Chicago College 
of Dental Surgery of Loyola Univer- . 
sity, University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry, University of Texas School 
of Dentistry, Meharry Medical College 
School of Dentistry, University of 
Washington School of Dentistry (Se- 
attle), Marquette University Dental 
School, Howard University College of 
Dentistry and Georgetown University 
School of Dentistry. 


GREAT LAKES INVITES 
VISITORS FROM STATE

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS DISTRICT 
PROSECUTES INJUNCTION 
VIOLATOR 


The JOURNAL is in receipt of the 
following news story concerning the 
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unlawful practice of dentistry in the 
Southern Illinois District Component 
Society of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety. The story originally appeared 
in the “Eldorado Examiner” of Febru- 
ary 6, 1951. 

“Earl Pryor, Eldorado, was assessed 
a fine of $250 or 60 days in jail by 
Judge C. Ross Reynolds in circuit 
court on the charge that he had vio- 
lated an injunction issued by Judge 
Zimmerman in June, 1950, restraining 
him from the unlawful practice of 
dentistry. 

“The case was started in court two 
weeks ago and was twice continued. 

“Pryor testified that he had worked 
for the dentists of Saline county as a 
dental mechanic; that he had tried to 


secure employment and was unsucces- . 


ful, because of the condition of his 
health, and that he had taken civil 
service for dental assistant. He said 
he had never asked the dentists, but 
did work at the request of dentists. He 
stated that he made on the average of 
eight sets of teeth a month, since 
September 1950, and had made twenty- 
four or twenty-five sets of teeth since 
the injunction was granted. 

“Judge Reynolds informed Pryor 
that he had violated the order of the 
court restraining him from practicing 
dentistry and that the court had been 
very lenient with him, but that the 
order of the court must be carried out 
and that he cannot take impressions 
and make plates in violation of the 
court order. 

“The judge imposed the fine of 
$250 or 60 days in jail and added that 
the defendent must go to jail until 
the fine is paid. He also informed 
Pryor that the next time he violated 
the injunction the penalty would be 
much greater. 

“The Southern Illinois District Den- 
tal Society was represented by Attor- 
ney L, M. Hancock.”

CONGRESSIONAL ACTION 
AFFECTS STUDENTS 


The Senate recently approved a new 
draft bill calling for the induction of 
18-year-olds and the establishment of 
a system of universal military service. 
The Senate also voted to establish a 
limit of four million on the total 
strength of the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine Corps. This provision, if 
upheld in the House of Representa- 
tives, would mean that there would be 
a ceiling of approximately 8,000 on 
the total number of dental officers that 
would be required by the armed forces 
on the basis of the present working 
ratio of two dental officers for each 
1,000 personnel. As sent to the House, 
the Senate bill would give the Presi- 
dent authority to defer up to 75,000 
specialized students annually for pro- 
fessional and scientific training. These 
students would be “temporarily with- 
drawn” from the armed forces after 
completing four months of basic train- 
ing, and would be obligated for mili- 
tary service after completing their 
educations. Attempts to eliminate the 
75,000 figure in favor of a proposal to 
give the President blanket authority 
to defer as many students as he deemed 
necessary were defeated. The House 
version of the draft bill, now being 
considered by its Armed Services Com- 
mittee, does not set any ceiling on the 
number of specialized students who 
could be deferred by Presidential 
decree. 

Previously the Senate rejected a pro- 
posal offered by Senator Capehart 
(R., Ind.) to defer all college fresh- 
men, sophomores who had been in 
the upper half of the freshman class, 
juniors who had been in the upper 
two-thirds of their sophomore class and 
seniors who had been in the upper 
three-fourths of their junior class.
